Likewise he keeps the menu in his 
head, and contrary to expectations 
he maintains no bulky volume but 
thinks out each day's list of viands. 
These are cooked up after the break- 
fast rush, after dinner giving him 
another breathing space in which to 
perform the same operation. 

In a refrigerator room at the back 
of the building are kept all the varie 
ous meats ready for use. Everything 
is cut up and can be put right on 
the stove, and here are stacks of 
cutlets, stenks, bacon, sausages and 
other edibles. 

More Heat 

Close to the stove is the eteam 
table in which are kept various stews 
soups, vegetables, puddings and #0 
on all ready to serve, which though 
very handy adds to the agonizing 
heat that in the summer time fs 
pretty nearly unbearable 

Every kitchen in Edmonton must 
be scrupuously clean the civic tn- 
spectors see to that and make port- 
odieal visits. In this connection ft 
is said by the men who know that 
the kitchen at the University of Al- 
herta is the finest thing of the kind 
in the west. 

With a dozen different orders hav- 
ing been sent in by the waitress, on 
the cook striking a signal bell al- 
ways the right waiter comes in for 
his particular dish at the right time.
